The text still suggests some additional 
remarks. The Apostle says, for therefore 
we both labor and suffer reproach, because 
we trust in the living God.—But why 
should trusting in the living God have sub- 
‘ected the Apostles to reproach? To trust 
in God implies a patient resignation to his 
will, and a firm reliance upon his merey 
and goodness, And surely persons may 
do this without giving offence to any one, 
and without suffering reproach on account 
of it. 

It was not therefore, merely because | 
the Apostles trusted in the living God 
themselves, which subjected them to the re- 
proach of their enemies. But it was be- 
cause they instructed and encouraged ail 
others to trust in God, as the common Fa- 
ther and Friend to mankind. It was be- 
cause they taught and declared that this 
living God is the Saviour of all men, Gen- | 
tiles as well as Jews; and that therefore 
all might safely trust in him. It was this 
that brought upon the Apostles reproach 
and persecution; particularly from the self- 
righteous and malignant Jews; who had 
no idea that God was, or that he ever | 
would be the Saviour of any but the Jew- 
ish nation. That the Apostles should 
teach, and publicly proclaim, that the Gen- 
tiles, whom they considered as outcasts 
and reprobates, were also, in the divine 


counsels, the subjects of mercy and salva- | 


tion; this excited the utmost rage and en- 
mity of the Jewish rulers and Rabbies; and 
subjected the Apostles to the foulest re- 
pruach.—It was because they not only 
trusted in the living God themselves, but 
declared him to be, through Christ, the 
Saviour of all men, and especially of those 
that believed this divine record, and em- 
braced the christian faith. 

Can it be supposed, (the inquiry, my _ 
brethren, is seriously important) can it be | 
imagined, that any of the public teachers | 
of religion,—any who profess to be the | 
Ministers of Christ, should, in these days, | 
and in this christian country, be subjected 
to reproach for the very same cause for 
which the Apostles suffered it! Whether | 
this is not the case, deserves serious con- 
sideration. We have noticed, and it is ev- 
ident, that the Apostles suffered reproach, 
not merely because they trusted in the hy- | 
ing God; for this alone could not have | 
been objectionable, but because they trust- | 
ed in him as the Saviour of all men, Jews | 


‘searchable riches of Christ : 
/says, ‘‘ make all men see what is the fel- 
‘lowship of the mystery, which from the be- 


nations; and pray so fervently for the con 
version & salvation of “all Jews,Turks,In- 
fidels and Heretics.”* It nevertheless does 
appear, as if many could not endure the 
idea that holiness and salvation, and con- 
sequently happiness, shall ever become 
universal. They -annot listen with pa- 
tience to any arguments in favor of such 
a doctrine: whilst to the arguments and 
illustrations which go to prove the certain- 
ty of eternal torments, to be inflicted ‘+ by 
an angry God,” upon a great proportion 
of the human race; in which, if not them- 
selves, yet a number of their dear relatives 


and friends, will, in all probabi ity be in- | 


cluded. To these arguments they appear 
to listen not only with composure, but with 
eager attention, and even with high satis- 
faction. 

But I proceed to notice that the firm 
persuasion that the living God is the Sa- 
viour of all men, and especially of beliey- 
ers, made the Apostles willing to labor, 
as weil as to suffer reproach. In this view 


‘they were anxious to spread the glad ti- 


dings of the gospel salvation to the remot- 
est boundaries of the earth; that in this 
blessed revelation, all mankind might be 
made sensible of the infinite mercy and be- 
nevolence of their Creator, and of the rich- 
es of his grace in Christ Jesus. That 
from a view of the goodness of God, they 
might be led to reverence and adore him 
—might repent and turn from their super- 
stitious vanities—might be saved trom their 
degrading ignorance and corruption, and 


be governed by the rational precept, the 
salutary influence, and the animating hopes 
of the christian religion. 


It was on this account that St. Paul glo- 
ried in being the Apostle of the Gentiles ; 


and in travelling into distant heathen coun- 
tries, that he might proclaim among the 


ignorant and deluded inhabitants, the un- 
And as he 


ginning of the world hath been hid in God: 
—but is now made manifest by the gos- 
pel,—-according to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” The Apostles were content, as I 
have before remarked, to labor as well as 
suffer, that they might bring as many as 
possible, to the knowledge and belief of 
this blessed revelation; because God is es- 
pecially the Saviour of believers; by giv- 
ing them “the knowledge of salvation by 
the remission of sin, through his tender 
mercy.” 

But say some, “if all men are to be sav- 
ed; or if God ts the Saviour of all men; 
preaching is useless. What good can it 
do to preach the gospel to mankind, if all 


bare his holy arm, in the eyes of all na- 
tions; and all the ends of the earth shail 
see the saivation of our God.” But ac- 
cording to our objector, uf all are to see 
the salvation of God, it is of no conse- 
quence to make it known. Ilia part only, 
say one tenth, or a quarter part of the hu- 
man race, shall be saved by grace, (and 
by grace alone it must be, Ui any are say- 
ed) upon such a supposition, it appears to 
be thought altogether important, tuat the 
joytul tidings should be proclaimed to all 
people, chiistiaas, Jews, and heathen,— 
But if aii maniind are interested in this 
“ salvation oi our God,” aud if all shall fi- 
nali see i, then it is useless to publish it! 
and there is nu suificredt inducement to 
make it known! 

Suppose, my brethrons;* hat by some mi- 
raculous exhivition, 4 shudid be avie to 
convince you this aiernven, that 1 was 
cymmissioned, immediately irom heaven, 
to declare that one half oi this congrega- 
tion are the objects oi God’s pecuitar ia- 
vor, and will be eternally saved. Or sup- 
pose that by the same authority, L should 
declare that God ivves you all, with aa 
everlasting love, aad will tinally save you 
all, with ao everlasting salvation. in 
which case would the proclamation be most 
important and desiravie? Ah, my belov- 
ed hearers ; according to tke first suppo- 
sition, L should pronounce the message 
with which L was commissiqved in broken 
accents, with lear and trembling; and you 
wouid listen tu it with terror, amazement, 
and awiut dread. According to the jatter, 
I should want a thousand toagues, and the 

‘voice of aa Archargel, to assist ine in ut- 

tering the joyiul tiaings,—and make the 
welkia ring with the giorious,—the God- 
like prociamation; and every squi of you 
present, would shout, GLORY TO GoD IN THE 
HiGHEsT!! 

The true belief of the gospel,—-thet 
God is the Saviour of all men, tends to 
give exaited ideas of the character ot the 
Supreme Being,—ot his adorable periec- 
tions; especiaily his infinite wisdom, and 
his unbounded mercy aud goodness, and 
lays a loundation tor gratiiude, afiection 
and conidence, the must rational, sincere 
and ardent, It tends «lsu, greatly to in- 
crease a spint of sympathy, inendship aud 
good-will ainong mankind; as menwers of 
one great family, whose Father is in hea- 
ven. And it thus brings us into the num- 
ber of those believers whe aro especially 
saved, 

Having answered the objection, (as I 
apprehend) that if all men are to be final- 
ly saved, or ii God is the Saviour of all 
men; preaching 1s useless, end of no el- 
tect: | would now ask; it God is not the 


But if the objeqon, that the doctrines 
of universal grace, and the final salvauon 
of all men, have an immoral teadeacy by 
extending encouragement to transgressors, 
really requires a serious reiutation, t would 
appeal to the heart of every one that hears 
me, “for it is already written tuere,”— 
that the way of transgressors 1s hard, and 
there is no peace to the wicked, But itis 
the goodness of God that leadeth to repen- 
tance. ‘The due punishment ot transyres- 
sion, which is ineviiable, so tar trom ve- 
ing inconsistent with the goodness of God, 
is in fact an instance of u—it 1s one oi the 
* methods of mercy”? by which bis mfinite 
goodness leads men to repentance. Aad 
when his ways shall be kaowu upon earth, 
his saving health among all nations; then 
penitence and jaith, hojiness aud saivation, 
will be universal, ‘Lhis is deciared to be 
good and acceptable in the signt of God 
our Saviour, who will have ali men to be 
saved—And doubtiess, to use the strong 
language ot the Prophet, the zeal ot the 
Lord of hosts will periorm tis. 

L have already detained you too long. 
With such a suvject, it were easy to ve 
endless, This is a iuitiiul saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation; tor thereiore 
we both labor and sutier reproach, vecuuse 
we trust in the living God, who 1s the Sa- 
viour of all men, speciatly of those that ve- 
lieve.

There is another remark which hes 


sometimes been made, the absurdity of 


which deserves te be exposed. Persons 
have said,—even professing ciiristians have 
said, that “il they believed thet all man- 
kind would be seved; or that if they were 
themselves sure of salvation, they would 
not care how they lived, or how wicked 
they were.” I should very much regret, 
if after the length of time that I have 
preached in this place, there should be 
any of my hearers, who possess such views 
of the service of God, and the nature of 
true religion. 

The substance of the sentiment appears 
to be this; that if they were sure that God 
would finally save them trom hell, and take 
them to heaven, they would not care whe- 
ther they loved and served him in this 


world or not; or how much they dishonor- | 


ed him, and viol.ted his laws.—-: hey 
would certainly not :e at the trouble of 
trying to please him. Now I think myself, 
that it would be dangerous to community 
for such persons to believe in the salvation 
of all men; and not very safe for them to 
believe in their own salvation; especially 
if it amounted to any thing like the faith 
of assurance : for then, it seems, they 
would care but little how they lived, 
or what they did. How fit, or rather how 
unfit, such persons are for the enjoyment 
of heavenly happiness, I submit to your 
own judgment. Suppose such persons 
were already in heaven; they would then 
be sure of salvation and according to their 
present views and dispositions, they would 
care nothing about praising God,—admir- 
ing the riches of his grace; or adoring the 
“ rock of their salvation.”—li sure that 
God would finally deliver you from all mis- 
ery and sorrow, and make you completely 
and eternally happy; you would not care 
what you did, or how much you sinned 
against him in this world!—I see you blush 
at the absurd and impiousidea. Then for 
God’s sake, and for your own credit, ney- 
er suggest it again. Rather pray constant- 
ly, as taught by our blessed Saviour, that 
the will of God may be done on earth, as 
it is in heaven; that is, cheerfully, delight- 
fully, universallly; and from the true and

dom and benevolence; and without it, it is 
inconceivable how human existence at 
large, can be a blessing. 

I shall leave this society under a grate- 
ful sense, (which will long be cherisl.cd) 
of the many kindnesses | have received 
from its members, as well as from others; 
‘and the satisfaction enjoyed in my inter- 

course withthem. I shall not be situated 
at so great a distance, but that I may hope, 
should life be prolonged, to visit you,—

of the gospel of Christ.”” But “ whether 
I come and see you, or else be absent, let 
me hear of your affairs, that ye stand fast 
in one spirit, with one mind, striving to- 
gether for the faith of the gospel.” 

In a future clergyman I sincerely wish 
your best expectations may be answered, |

poral, and eternal, than he who now ad- 
dresses you. He may not have been so) 
fortunate as to please, or to edify all who 
have heard him.

RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE, 

If any one is doubtiul, whether the dif- 
fusion ot christian knowledge promotes the 
growth of piety, it must be either, because 
he has formed mistaken notions of piety, 
as independent of knowledge; or, pernaps, 
because he believes, that religious knowl- 
edge is now extensiveiy ditiused, and yet 
that piety is on the decline; or because 
he has observed some men, who are en- 
gaged in the pursuit of what is called reli- 
gious studies, deucicnt in godliness, or de- 
vout affections and havits. 

There is some reason to suspect, that 
many, ever in the protestant world, Lave 
secretly adopted the degrading maxin, 
that **Igaorance is the mother of devo- 
tion.’”’ tis. indeed, the mother of devo- 
tion, if by devotion is meant a blind habit 
of religious services, of which the reason 
and the object are alike unknown, Igno- 
rance is the mother of all that devotion, 
which is paid to a y other, than the Su- 
preme Beimg. It is the mother of that 
devotion, wiich attaches itself to times, 
places, garments, words and ceremontes, 
and which consecrates every thing but 
virtue, It is the mother of that devotion, 
which consists of a conceited and self- 
righteous homage, and commences with 
excluding from God’s complacent regard 
all but its own section of the religious 
world; of that devotion, which deals in 
false humiliation, exaggerated confessions, 
vain repetitions, ostentatious display, and 
unmeaning language. To all such piety, 
religious knowledge is, indeed, fatal. 

But, if it is of any importance to this 
great virtue of the christian character, that 
we should have the most exalted and com- 
prehensive conceptions of the great object 
of worship; if it is of importance to the 
obedience of the will of God, that we should 
know what God requires of man in his 
word; if, in short, that devotion may be 
expected to be the most free, filial and 
happy, which is disburthened of those dis- 
honorable and perplexing notions, and 
those superstitious fears, which have aris- 
en in the christian world from misappre- 
hension of the language of scripture, then 
the diffusion of every degree of rational 
principles and scriptural knowledge—how- 





ever it may, in some cases, produce a lo- 


cal and temporary relaxation of certain 
forms and feelings, which have been ac- 
counted sacred—must be ultimately bene- 
ficial to real piety. 

Nothing so much tends to multiply hyp- 
ocrites and infidels, as the mysterious sup- 
pression or dige uragement of all attempts 
to make religion intelligible. Until men 
are every where exhorted and encourag- 
ed to extend their religious inquiries, eve- 
ry wind of false doctrine will shake, every 
bold blast of infidelity overthrow their con- 
victions. Till they are provided with the 
means of knowing the true grounds of 
christianity, and of becoming familiar with 
the best interpretations of scripture, a great 
part of the real piety of the christian world 
will be an irrational and inexplicable qual- 
ity; men of great talents, and eminent ac- 
quisitions on other subjects, will fall or be 
driven, from their own ignorance or oth- 
ers fury, into the ranks of hypocrisy and 
unbelief; the ambitious will avail them- 
selves of eur religious passion for political 


_or interested purposes; and, while we shall 


be filled, even to loathing, with accounts 
from every sect of the prodigious progress 
of its own faith, ignorance will sit brood- 


‘ing over the land, warming into life and 


mischievous activity a thousand passions 
miscalled piety; and a religion wil! prevail 
of which it is one of the characteristic du- 
ties to represent as infidel every intelligent 
and conscientious inquirer, whe does not 
take the draught, as it is offered him, or 
who does not fill his cup at some one of 
the fountains, which party has consecrate. 
indeed, it may be set down as @ maxin, that 
allthe advantages, which may, at any tine, 
appear to be gained by making religion & pas- 
sion, and fuith an uneulightened principle, are
